There is inexistence, 
over the name of Valentine, a work which ap- 
peared to be the work of his school, and of which, 
is. preserved, only a Coptic translation of which 
the manuscript is deposited with the British Mu- 
seum, A German Orientalist, M; M. G. Schwartz, 
had prepared an- edition of it, joining thereto, a 
translation in Latin, filled with Greek words.
